Apathy 

This word speaks the feeling of summer, of warm 
rain and sultry heat, when men think of nothing 
but resting and running away from defending a 
position in life. The word speaks of decay of an 
individual, a nation or a civilization . . . as well 
as the loss of principles. 

When our blood has turned to water and we 
Say, ‘““What’s the use?” we’ve arrived at the end 
of our usefulness and are only waiting for the end. 

May I challenge your youthful idealism that may 
be long buried in the dust of apathy? Dig it out, 
hang it in the sun, and put it on once again. It 
will bring you warmth, renewed strength. We need 
idealistic men and women in our profession to stand up and be counted at every 
decision. Dentistry needs you to be more interested in the whole professional 
pattern than in the protected office life you may live, where socio-economic 


trends, illegal operations, and pressure groups can build up big gains without 
your knowledge. 





May I challenge you to make it your business to help the committees of your 
Society advance the position of dentistry in the community, the state, and the 
nation. Also, to defend dentistry’s position when it is attacked, but only when 
it is right. Policy making in the Illinois State Dental Society is the right and 
privilege of the membership when they meet in official session at the annual 
meeting. It is then that the officers and committees should be given directives 
by the membership. No member has the right to speak for dentistry unless he 
has been given such a directive. 

What are some of the problems that should challenge your apathy and cause 
you to refurbish your ideals? 


1. We need better public relations in all walks of life. Besides treating patients 
in the best and most modern way possible, we must present to them the best 
picture of the fine service dentistry renders. Only when people appreciate this 
through knowing its value will they be willing to help us defend dentistry’s 
place in the community. 


2. We need to know and be able to talk to our law makers, our law enforcing 
agents and our judges. They must be made aware of the health hazards found 
in the illegal practice of dentistry. 

3. We need to prepare ways and means whereby more people will be able to

And Harold Hillen- 
brand received an honorary Doctor of 
Science degree from Loyola University, 
Chicago. June was also a month for 
starting special summer projects, such 
as that to be undertaken by “Bunny” 
Baumann, daughter of Eddie Bau- 
mann of Arlington Heights. Bunny 
is going to Germany on an exchange 
student arrangement where she will 
live with a German family while study- 
ing there. Cold, wet, stormy June, 
month of golf outings and get-to-geth- 
ers, has prepared us for the mass vaca- 
tion exodus of July and August. 

Did you read the recent feature arti- 
cle in the June 24th issue of Look 
magazine? This five page article, en- 
titled “Fluoridation, Why All the Con- 
troversy?,” tells the story of the 
efforts to get fluoridation in the city 
of New Canaan, Connecticut. Forced 
into a referendum by the opposing 
forces, the program was finally ap- 
proved by a vote of 1,513 to 673. The 
article concludes with the observation, 
“it’s a safe bet that fluoridation will 
become as widespread as chlorination 
is today.”

Many of our nation’s children live 
in communities which are not now 
receiving water fluoridation. Leading 
dental authorities are urging that these 
children be given attention through 
topical fluoride preparations that can 
be sprayed or daubed on teeth period- 
ically. Some smaller communities might 
set up a program patterned after the 
one now in operation in Kankakee. 
There the dentists have volunteered 
half days to see that each year the 
children in the first, third, and fifth 
grades are given topical applications. 
And John Zwisler tells me that the 
program is working out well. 

Expenditures for advertisements of 
tooth pastes and powders in newspa- 
pers declined nearly fifty percent last 
year compared with the previous year. 
At the same time expenditures for tele- 
vision spot commercials to advertise 
dental products were up 112 percent 
for the first quarter of this year com- 
pared to the same period of 1957. 

Dentistry has progressed tremendous- 
ly since the days when Pliny recom- 
mended: “If one wishes to be free of 
toothache, one should eat a whole 
mouse twice a month.” But did you 
know that as early as 857 A.D. there 
appeared what is believed to be the 
oldest description of the gold filling? 
In a book by Mesue, a noted physician 
of those times, he advises treatment of 
tooth decay by “scratching and clean- 
ing with a chisel, knife, or file and 
then filling the cavity with gold leaf.” 

Thought for today—‘“We are all 
manufacturers—making good, making 
trouble, or making excuses.”

APICAL AMALGAMS may be used for 
teeth under crowns which have had 
previous endodontic treatment, have 
posts in the canal, or contain broken 
instruments. An incision is made over 
the apex, bone removed, tissue curret- 
ted, and the root beveled at a 45-de- 
gree angle exposing the canal at the 
labial. A Class I cavity is prepared and 
filled with amalgam, after which the 
area is thoroughly cleaned and _ the 
wound closed.

AN IMPORTANT INDEX OF HEALTH is 
found in the alveolar lamina dura.

As of the first of February this year 
we were so fortunate as to secure our 
Secretary, Dr. Paul W. Clopper, on a 
full time basis. The activity of this So- 
ciety in the last few years has demanded 
more time by all of the administrative 
staff. We have needed more room in 
the Central Office for some time now, 
and if it were not for our experienced 
and efficient staff, we would have had 
to increase the number of our staff 
long ago. To this Central Office ad- 
ministrative group, consisting of Dr. 
Paul Clopper, Miss Sadie V. Alloway, 
and Miss Joanne R. Caron, I extend for 
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the Society our many thanks for a job 
well done. 

Through the efforts of the Executive 
Council and the Central Office staff a 
Second Annual Component Officers 
Conference was held on April 2 and 3 
in Peoria. This meeting is a wonder- 
ful medium for presenting administra- 
tive procedures to new officers in the 
components; also, it gives all societies 
a chance to develop a more efficient 
staff which will cooperate with the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society and the 
A.D.A. in presenting dentistry’s best to 
the public. 

Yesterday the Treasurer gave his 
periodic report to the Council. He told 
us we are living within the budget 
set at the beginning of the year. This 
is one result of work being done by the 
Finance and Planning Committee, 
which has been projecting the possible 
needs of the Society and trying to find 
ways to meet these needs. 

We know we should have a reserve 
fund of at least three times the amount 
the ninety-three previous administra- 
tions have been able to set aside. We 
hope to add a small amount to that 
reserve this year, because the Legisla- 
tive and Law Enforcement assessment 
has released regular funds which may 
now be saved for the future. 

While serving as Committeeman, 
Councilman, and Treasurer during the 
past twenty years, I have watched the 
efforts of those who have tried to make 
our Society a strong, well thought-of 
force for good in Illinois—a_ society 
which will protect and foster dental 
care for all of the people in the State. 
To advance our profession and dental 
health we must be strong. We must be 
a voice which speaks intelligently and 
clearly and has the respect of the peo- 
ple. 

In order to be such a force, your 
committees must have funds. This year 
again, as in all the years I can remem- 
ber, committee requests for really fine 
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projects had to be denied due to lack 
of funds; this is necessary to add a small 
sum to our reserve. 

Our future relationships with the 
public lie in our services to them 
through our committees. Willingly 
contribute the funds and time needed 
to sustain committee programs. Bread 
spread on the waters of life will return 
many fold to you. 

One committee, which is most active 
in the type of programs we have been 
speaking about, is the Council on Den- 
tal Health. It now has an annual two 
day meeting in Peoria for the com- 
ponent dental health committees. Since 
this is a fall meeting, it starts activities 
and disseminates a great deal of in- 
formation on programs for local level 
areas and pin points state level pro- 
grams. We are very grateful to the 
chairman, Dr. C. B. Clarno, and his co- 
workers who have continually attended 
meetings at national and local levels 
to see that this very important means 
of helping the public is continued. This 
is one area where we can show the pub- 
lic our best side. 


Another worthwhile activity of the 
Council was its reinauguration of a 
statewide poster contest in the schools. 
You can see the winning posters ex- 
hibited here. This contest is a fine case 
of dental education at the place where 
it can do the most good. The Council 
should always have our encouragement 
and be allowed greater activity. 


We are indeed fortunate to have 
wonderful friends in the Illinois De- 
partment of Health: Dr. Roland R. 
Cross, the Department head; Mr. B. K. 
Richardson; and last, but not least, 
Dr. John Zur of the Dental Division. 
All have been most helpful in our 
efforts. We do appreciate this fine re- 
lationship and we should do everything 
possible to continue this team work.

Group Dental Health Care Plans Com- 
mittee. With the social and economic 
changes of our world, more people will 
be asking for and demanding dental 
care. We must be prepared to advise 
these people how to obtain the best 
care for the finances they might have 
and not allow the level of dentistry’s 
service to be lowered into poor or de- 
plorable service. This Committee is 
working with haste, yet caution, to be 
prepared to serve groups in our State. 
They are gathering information, watch- 
ing group plans in action, and I hope 
will be prepared to help us give digni- 
fied and just service to all, 

In the years past and the year to 
come the Public Policy Committee has 
had fine leadership. With the new legis- 
lative session ahead in 1959, this Com- 
mittee—at the request of the Executive 
Council—is preparing a bill of refine- 
ment for the Dental Practice Act. Yes, 
we hope to open the Act in 1959. The 
Committee has met many times with 
many people who are vitally interested 
in protecting the people and elevating 
the standards of service of dentistry by 
restricting illegal operations and gain- 
ing more cooperative effort with the 
Department of Registration and Edu- 
cation. The exact wording of the pro- 
posed legislation is not yet in print, 
but the items to be entered have been 
definitely determined. They are few 
in number, but vital in scope. 

In the short time allotted to me I 
cannot possibly bring to your attention 
the activities of all the committees. It 
is gratifying to report that each one is 
really meeting its obligation and not 
just doing the routine things, long 
established and necessary; each is look- 
ing forward to new fields of service. 
This can be most forcefully brought to 
your attention by the fact that the 
Council heard reports from 9 to 5 on 
Monday, and it must reconvene this 
afternoon for at least two hours in 
order to review their work and guide 
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the future of these committees. You 
will find their interesting reports in the 
next transactions. 

It is especially necessary to call your 
attention to the work of the Prosthetic 
Dental Service Committee, which re- 
cently formulated a plan to give greater 
stability and security to the dental 
laboratory craft. This is a much needed 
bit of effort, and has been in the mak- 
ing for the last six years. The labora- 
tory people are important adjuncts to 
the modern practice of dentistry. By 
this plan of cooperative action we will 
be able to raise the standard of service, 
as well as to give those workers the 
dignity and standing needed that they 
may have pride in their place in the 
dental family. I call your attention to 
the need for your wholehearted co- 
operation with the effort to see that the 
services you receive from the workers 
in the dental laboratory field meet the 
standards of this program. 

Special thanks go to Drs. Wayne L. 
Fisher, Joseph Brophy, and G. H. Fitz 
for their continuing effort; to Dr. 
Lloyd H. Dodd, chairman of the Pros- 
thetic Dental Service Committee; and 
to the members of his Committee and 
the Joint Policy Committee. Their sup- 
port and effort has resulted in the fine 
relationships we have with the ethical 
technicians and the companies which 
employ them. 

The Study Club Committee has al- 
ready fostered one District meeting in 
1958. This arm of the State Society 
should bring fine programs into the 
six areas of the Society by the end of 
the year. The cooperation of the host 
components is always appreciated. 

The Civil Defense Committee is ac- 
tive because Dr. Glenn Cartwright has 
the zeal and fire to ignite the members 
in all the components into a united 
effort for good. This program is a 
must. We dentists must lead the com- 
munities in which we live into a pre- 
paredness for any emergency or catas- 
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trophe, whether it is due to natural 
causes or war. Trained dentists are 
useful, forceful leaders. See that your 
component is prepared to meet your 
community needs by training dentists 
in the civil defense program. 

The printed word—the arm of the 
Society that reaches you monthly—is 
our JOURNAL. We have been fortunate 
to have a capable and efficient Editor 
in Dr. William P. Schoen and his as- 
sistant, Miss Joan Ackermann. This 
year we added three new associate edi- 
tors, who in the near future will show 
their ability by expanding the activity 
of this educational and public relations 
division of our Society. At the begin- 
ning of the year we had some admin- 
istrative difficulties in this branch of 
the work, but we now promise that 
your JOUURNAL will be in the mail be- 
tween the 10th and 15th of the month.

protection from illegal operators who 
prey on the uninformed and the needy. 

We must do this job. 

We have a man working for us 60% 
of each week; he is the sole policing 
arm, investigating, and liaison agent 
between people who have been victim- 
ized and the law enforcing agencies of 
the State. The Department of Regis- 
tration and Education, even with a 
large force, could never do the en- 
forcing job that is necessary. 

It is the work of the Commission to 
inform the public, law enforcing bod- 
ies, and the judges that the illegal 
practice of dentistry is a great menace 
to public health. Its job is to gain the 
cooperation of all dentists and their 
auxiliary personnel in obeying the 
laws and aiding in apprehending all 
those who violate the dental laws. 

At the business session on Wednes- 
day afternoon you will hear the report 
and the recommendations of the Com- 
mission for the continued support and 
greater effort that will be necessary 
in the year ahead. 

This is the first time I have had the 
privilege of expressing my deep appre- 
ciation for the honor you bestowed 
upon me as President and first admin- 
istrative officer for 1958. I only hope 
I may merit your confidence. I thank 
you for your loyalty and especially for 
the fine committee activity. This is your 
Society. I hope you are proud of it, 
for I am.

Dr. PoLtock: Not according to the 
Bylaws as amended last year. 


(A vote is taken, and the motion is 
carried). 


Dr. Pottock: | really want to thank 
the membership for their confidence. 
Because we have at the present time, 
as I said in the President’s address, a 
one-man police force who does a great 
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deal of work, I would like to thank him 
at this time for all of his efforts. He 
came down here to answer any ques- 
tions that might be necessary. Edgar 
Stephens has really done a fine job in 
behalf of organized dentistry’s efforts 
to uphold the Dental Practice Act. May 
I introduce Mr. Edgar Stephens. 

Is there any further business to be 
brought before this meeting? 


Dr. WENGER: I would like to say a 
word. 


Dr. Pottock: Herman, you have the 
floor. 


Dr. WENGER: I would like to clarify a 
point for those attending this session. 
When you return home and are asked 
whether all the present assessment has 
been spent, you can say it certainly 
has not. The bulk of it still remains 
in the special fund—about _ three- 
fourths of it. The Council unanimous- 
ly voted to ask the membership to 
pass this assessment, since there would 
be no other way of getting additional 
funds before 1960. Inasmuch as the 
legislature meets next year, and we 
will be asked to strengthen the Dental 
Practice Act, the funds will be essen- 
tial. For a long time Dr. Donelan’s 
Public Policy Committee has been 
working on the idea of bringing out 
and strengthening our Dental Practice 
Act during the 1959 Legislature, so 
that we are not constantly on the de- 
fensive. 

We know that more denturist bills 
are coming out and we would not have 
sufficient funds to fight them without 
the special assessment. Maybe the pres- 
ent assessment, the assessment of 1958, 
will carry until then, but there is no 
assurance of that, and the financial 
reserve of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety is not strong enough to have car- 
ried any great fight without additional 
funds. I, too, want to go on record 
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as thanking you for your unanimous 
support of this additional assessment, 
because I think it will give us a spe- 
cial fund which may last for a number 
of years. We hope we are now fortified, 
as far as finances are concerned, to do 
a job in the law enforcement and the 
legislative field. 


Dr. Pottock: Thank you. 


Dr. SOLFRONK: Maybe Dr. Wenger 
would like to correct this, was there 
half of that money spent or was it 
three-fourths? 


Dr. WENGER: I said there was more 
than three-quarters remaining. 


Dr. SOLFRONK: I didn’t gather that 
from your statement, Bob. 


Dr. Pottock: I told you that $8,887.67 


had been spent in four months, which

cy Committee was directed to obtain 
copies of the Bill and forward a copy 
to each member of the Council, so that 
they can be informed and able to dis- 
cuss the Bill with their constituents. 

The Public Policy Committee was 
further instructed to watch the Bill 
and take whatever action the Com- 
mittee deems necessary at the proper 
time. 

Dr. Tankersley spoke to the Council 
regarding a resolution adopted by the 
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A.D.A. Council on Dental Health dur- 
ing the recent A.D.A. meeting. This 
was resolution #221, regarding group 
purchase of dentistry. Dr. Tankersley 
felt the resolution was ambiguous in 
parts and that the State Society should 
establish a definite stand on the matter. 

After lengthy discussion, it was the 
concensus of the Council that they 
were not well enough informed on the 
matter to issue a definite directive at 
this time. Motion carried that the mat- 
ter be referred to the Group Dental 
Health Care Plans Committee for 
study. 

The Council discussed President 
Isenberger’s recommendations. The 
first recommendation, was that a com- 
mittee be appointed to study and re- 
vise the Constitution and Bylaws of 
the State Society. Motion carried that 
the President be empowered to appoint 
a committee to revise the Constitution 
and Bylaws. 

The second recommendation, regard- 
ing the functions of standing and spe- 
cial committees, would also be acted 
upon by the Committee to revise the 
Constitution and Bylaws. 

The third recommendation, to es- 
tablish a committee to act as a public 
relations body regarding matters re- 
lating to public and dental health, re- 
ferred to the Council on Dental Health. 

No action was taken on the fourth 
recommendation, to open the Dental 
Practice Act, as this is already being 
studied by the Public Policy Commit- 
tee. 

The fifth recommendation, regarding 
reactivating the Group Dental Health 
Care Plans Committee, was not acted 
upon as this committee has a meeting 
scheduled in the near future. 

The sixth recommendation, regard- 
ing a raise in dues, was referred to the 
Finance and Planning Committee. 

In discussion of the seventh recom- 
mendation, motion carried that the 
President appoint a committee of the 
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Council to study the matter of forming 
a Women’s Auxiliary of the Illinois 
State Dental Society and report to the 
Council in May. 

Motion carried that the Council ap- 
prove the eighth recommendation re- 
garding life membership requirements 
and that the Constitution and Bylaws 
Committee be instructed to bring in, 
as soon as feasible, a change in the pro- 
vision regarding life membership re- 
quirements to make them conform with 
the A.D.A. requirements of thirty-five 
years of membership and sixty-five years 
of age, but retaining the present pro- 
vision for fellow membership after 
twenty-five consecutive years of mem- 
bership. 

No action was taken on the ninth 
recommendation, as it is always the 
perogative of the President to appoint 
committee members as he sees fit. 

The tenth recommendation, for a 
change in the Constitution and By- 
laws to have officers and councilmen 
elected and installed at the same meet- 
ing and to change the fiscal year to end 
April 30, was referred to the Constitu- 
tion and Bylaws Committee for study 
and consideration. 

Dr. C. B. Clarno, chairman of the 
Council on Dental Health, appeared 
before the Council with a supplemen- 
tary report discussing the comparative 
salary range of state dental directors 
throughout the country. Illinois is very 
low on the list. He then presented for 
Council approval a resolution to be 
forwarded to Dr. Roland R. Cross, di- 
rector of Public Health, Springfield 
(see page 458). 

Motion carried that the Council go 
on record as supporting the resolution 
presented by the Council on Dental 
Health and the Secretary forward the 
resolution to Dr. Cross, with copy to 
Mr. McAmis, director of personnel. 

Dr. Clarno then read the list of den- 
tists in Illinois chosen to attend a post 
graduate course in children’s dentistry 














to be given at the University of Illinois. 
The course is to be paid for by the 
Department of Public Health.

scientific program. In discussion of this 
problem, it was suggested that mem- 
bers obtain guest cards at private clubs 
for those wishing to play golf during 
the annual meeting and the Society 
hold a golf tournament sometime dur- 
ing the summer as a substitute for the 
sports activities during the meeting.

Dr. Clifford F. Isenberger presented 
the report of the Special Committee to 
Investigate the Possibility of a Wom- 
en’s Auxiliary to the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society. The Committee recom- 
mended that authority be given for the 
dentist members’ wives to organize a 
women’s auxiliary and set up objectives 
which should be included in the bylaws 
of such an organization. The report 
was received with commendation. 

Motion carried that the Committee 
be instructed to conduct a further 
study of the problem, including a sur- 
vey of each component ladies’ auxiliary 
now established, asking for the follow- 
ing information: 


Names of the officers 
Whether or not there is a constitu- 
tion and bylaws and if so, obtain 


a copy 
What is the purpose of the auxiliary 
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Whether or not it would be inter- 
ested in a state organization 
The meeting recessed at 12:00 noon. 


The meeting reconvened at 1:30 p.m. 
The President introduced Drs. Dodd, 
Fisher, Dundon and Mr. Bernard Beaz- 
ley, to present the revised report and 
recommendations of the Prosthetic 
Dental Service Committee. Dr. Dodd 
read a letter from Attorney John R. 
Porter regarding proposed changes in 
the accreditation program as presented 
to the Council. There were no changes 
in Sections I and II of the program as 
presented. In Section III, items E, F, 
and G were deleted and new item E 
inserted. Section IV was deleted and re- 
written. Section V was divided into two 
items. Item A of Section V was re-writ- 
ten and a new item B was added. 

It was the recommendation of the 
Prosthetic Dental Service Committee 
that the Executive Council approve 
the program. 

Motion carried that the report and 
accreditation program, as read, be ac- 
cepted with commendation. (See Pros- 
thetic Dental Service Committee re- 
port on page 461.) 

Dr. James Donelan, chairman of the 
Committee on Committees, presented 
the committee appointments for the 
year 1959. Motion carried that the ap- 
pointments be accepted and Dr. Donel- 
an be authorized to make substitute 
appointments where necessary. 

A delegation from the Belleville Den- 
tal Society appeared before the Council 
to present a resolution opposing the 
Scott Air Force Base Family Dental 
Clinic. In connection with the Air 


Force Family Dental Clinics, Dr. Pol- 
lock read a letter recently received from 
the A.D.A. asking that the state so- 
cieties go on record as opposing such 
clinics. 

After further discussion with the 
Belleville delegation, motion carried 





that the President appoint a resolutions 
committee to formulate a resolution op- 
posing family dental clinics for trans- 
mittal from the Illinois State Dental 
Society to the American Dental Associa- 
tion and key federal legislators. 

Motion carried that this same resolu- 
tions committee formulate a resolution 
to be forwarded to Governor Stratton, 
Dr. Roland Cross, and others, express- 
ing the appreciation of the Illinois 
State Dental Society for the invaluable 
assistance given dentistry by Dr. John 
Zur, dental director of the Department 
of Public Health. 

Dr. James E. Mahoney, chairman of 
the History Committee, presented a 
supplementary report. He showed the 
Council the sounding board which was 
made from wood from the Walnut 
Grove Farm, formerly the property of 
Dr. G. V. Black, for presentation to the 
Indiana State Dental Society in recog- 
nition of their centennial celebration. 
The report was received with commen- 
dation. 

In discussion of the recommendation 
of the History Committee for a suitable 
memorial for William H. Taggart, it 
was suggested that some memorial be 
included in the plans for the Illinois 
State Dental Society centennial celebra- 
tion. It was the feeling of some Council 
members that Dr. Taggart should not 
be included in a memorial for Illinois’ 
great dentists but should be honored 
in his own right. Motion carried that 
a special committee be appointed to 
study the idea of a possible memorial 
to William H. Taggart and report their 
recommendations to the Executive 
Council. 

The second recommendation of the 
History Committee was to return to 
publication of the Society Transactions 
in book form and the membership 
roster in component form. Motion car- 
ried that this recommendation be 
turned over to the Finance and Plan- 
ning Committee for consideration. 
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Dr. Carl J. Madda, program chair- 
man, presented an oral report which 
was accepted with commendation. 

Dr. Clifton B. Clarno, chairman of 
the Council on Dental Health, pre- 
sented a supplementary report. He re- 
viewed the pilot study on remedial den- 
tal care to underprivileged children 
and the request of the Department of 
Public Health that it be expanded 
statewide. Dr. Clarno commented that 
as long as this was just a pilot study, 
it was the duty of the Council on Den- 
tal Health to cooperate in the program 
with the Department. If the program is 
to be expanded, however, this would 
remove it from the jurisdiction of the 
Council on Dental Health, and he 
recommended that a committee be ap- 
pointed to study the possibility of ex- 
panding the program and report its 
findings and recommendations to the 
Council. 

Dr. Clarno briefly reviewed the 
poster contest, stating over 3,000 posters 
had been submitted from throughout 
the state. There were 192 posters chosen 
in the local judgings and sixty-three in 
the second judging. The final winners 
of the three divisions were picked by 
Dr. John E. Zur of the Dental Division 
of the Department of Public Health; 
Dr. Robert A. Norton, secretary of the 
Council on Dental Health; and two 
representatives from the Art Depart- 
ment of the Illinois Department of 
Public Instruction. The _ sixty-three 
posters are on display during the an- 
nual meeting. The three winners will 
each receive a $25.00 U. S. Bond from 
the Illinois State Dental Society and a 
trip for two to the Illinois State Fair 
from the Department of Public Health. 

The subcommittee of the Council on 
Dental Health which conducted the 
poster contest has made tentative plans 
for a limerick contest to be held in 
1959. 

Dr. Clarno gave a brief report on the 
A.D.A. Council on Dental Health Con- 
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ference which he attended the last of 
April. The report was received with 
commendation. 

Motion carried that (as recommend- 
ed in the Council on Dental Health 
preliminary report) the first Wednes- 
day and Thursday morning of October 
of each year be designated on the calen- 
dar as dates to conduct future dental 
health conferences. 

The study of expanding the remedial 
dental care program was referred to 
the Public Welfare Committee. 

The President presented a request 
that a representative be delegated to 
attend the meetings of the Illinois Nu- 
tritional Committee in place of Dr. 
Gordon A. Smith. This matter was 
turned over to the Council on Dental 
Health for consideration; the appoint- 
ment to be made by that Committee. 

The following reports were accepted: 
Public Welfare, Study Club, and Civil 
Defense. 

Motion carried that the Civil De- 
fense Training Program, submitted by 
that Committee, be approved in prin- 
ciple. 

The President read a letter from the 
American Dental Association regarding 
a Civil Defense Conference to be held 
in Dallas, Texas, on November 8 and 
requested authority to appoint a dele- 
gate to this conference as the Civil De- 
fense Committee Chairman would be 
unable to be present. Motion carried 
that the President appoint a man to 
attend the Conference. 

Motion carried that a letter be sent 
to Dr. Cartwright expressing the deep 
appreciation of the Executive Council 
for his interest and efforts as chairman 
of the Civil Defense Committee. 

Dr. Walter E. Dundon, president of 
the Chicago Dental Society, appeared 
before the Council with Mr. Karl 
Richardson to present a request for ad- 
ditional funds from the receipts of the 
Christmas Seal Campaign. The Chicago 
Dental Society feels that the majority 




















of the receipts from the campaign are 
donated by members of the Chicago 
Dental Society and under the present 
distribution of relief funds, the Chicago 
Dental Society does not receive enough 
from the State Society to cover its re- 
lief grants each year; therefore the 
Chicago Dental Society should receive 
75% of its relief donations instead of 
50%. This would mean that instead of 
the A.D.A. paying 50% of the total 
grant, the Chicago Dental Society pay- 
ing 25% and the Illinois State Dental 
Society paying 25%, the A.D.A. would 
pay 50%, the Chicago Dental Society 
would pay 1214%, and the Illinois 
State Dental Society would pay 3714%. 

After review of the financial report 
of the relief funds for the previous year 
and much discussion, motion carried 
that the Council deny the request of 
the Chicago Dental Society for a re- 
fund of 75% of the relief receipts. Dr. 
Kazen recorded a negative vote. 

The report on the Component Of- 
ficers Conference was received. 

The Secretary read the recommenda- 
tion of the Whiteside-Lee Component, 
which was presented to the Component 
Officers for approval and referral to 
the Executive Council. Motion carried 
that the recommendation be approved 
and the Secretary instructed to request 
each component society to arrange a 
meeting to entertain and get acquaint- 
ed with the State legislators in its 
district. 

Motion carried that the Component 
Officers Conference be a fixed confer- 
ence on the first Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of each April and the component 
societies be so advised. 

Dr. Wenger presented a brief pro- 
gress report of the Constitution and 
Bylaws Committee. He suggested that 
the A.D.A. be contacted for informa- 
tion as to how many state societies 
function under the House of Delegates 
or Council system and how long they 
have been operating under that particu- 








lar system. He also suggested that the 
Council be polled regarding its prefer- 
ence of the House of Delegates or 
Council system. 

Dr. Wenger also made a report of the 
10th Annual Mental Health Dinner 
held on April 30, which was co-spon- 
sored by 112 public and private or- 
ganizations. He stated there are twelve 
state mental hospitals in Illinois with 
approximately 37,000 residents in these 
hospitals. There are also two state 
schools for mentally retarded children. 

The report of the Finance and Plan- 
ning Committee was received. 

The first recommendation of the 
Committee was that a percentage basis 
of the salary of Mr. Stephens’ stenog- 
rapher be agreed upon by the Chi- 
cago Dental Society and the Illinois 
State Dental Society. Dr. Pollock re- 
ported this problem had been discussed 
with the Chicago Dental Society and 
the Joint Commission on Legislation 
and Law Enforcement and a 60-40% 
basis agreed upon as a fair arrange- 
ment. Motion carried that the Illinois 
State Dental Society pay 60% of the 
salary of Mr. Stephens’ stenographer as 
agreed upon by the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety and the Joint Commission. 

The second recommendation of the 
Finance and Planning Committee was 
that all component societies be urged 
to establish an associate membership, 
for which a nominal fee would be set 
up by the component. Motion carried 
that this recommendation be approved 
and the Secretary instructed to contact 
the president and secretary of all com- 
ponent societies, recommending such 
action. 

Dr. Johnson presented a report on 
the science fairs as directed by the 
Finance and Planning Committee. Mo- 
tion carried that the Executive Coun- 
cil go on record as feeling the State 
Society should support the science fairs 
on a state level and recommend the 
components support these fairs on a 
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local level. . 
The Council recessed at 5:00 p.m. 


Executive Council Meeting (Second Session) 


The Council was called to order at 
1:30 p.m. Tuesday May 13, 1958 in 
Springfield. All officers and members 
were present. 

The subject of science fairs was again 
discussed and the matter was referred 
to the Council on Dental Health for 
further consideration and study. 

Dr. Johnson, as a member of the 
Council on Dental Health, presented a 
recommendation from that Committee 
that the Council request a change or 
amendment in the ruling which would 
permit school children to be excused 
from school for dental appointments 
without financial penalty to the school. 
That a special committee of Spring- 
field dentists be appointed to discuss 
this problem with Mr. Vernon Nickell, 
superintendent of public instruction. 
The President appointed the following 
committee to confer with Mr. Nickell:

The report of the Joint Commission 
on Legislation and Law Enforcement 
was accepted. 

Dr. Pollock presented a supplemen- 
tary report of the Commission, reading 
the minutes of the last meeting held 
on April 30. The Secretary read a 
resume of the Commission activities 
prepared by the Program Director. Dr. 
Schoen asked for and received permis-

sion to print this resume in the ILLINoIs 
DENTAL JOURNAL (June 1958, pgs. 
367-9). 

Motion carried that the report of 
the Joint Commission be accepted and 
the recommended assessment of $10.00 
per member payable in January 1959, 
to supplement the fund set aside for 
legislation and law enforcement, be ap- 
proved. 

The Chairman of the Joint Com- 
mission was instructed to present the 
recommended assessment to the general 
body on Wednesday, May 14. 

The Secretary read the petition of 
Dr. Kenneth H. Ladwig for transfer of 
his membership from the Fox River 
Valley Dental Society to the West Sub- 
urban Branch of the Chicago Dental 
Society. The transfer, having been ap- 
proved by the Fox River Valley Dental 
Society, was authorized by the Execu- 
tive Council. 

Dr. Lloyd Blackman, chairman of 
the Hospital Dental Services Commit- 
tee, presented the report of that Com- 
mittee. 

Members of the Illinois State Dental 
Examining Committee appeared before 
the Council. The chairman, Dr. Green- 
wald, complimented the Illinois State 
Dental Society and the Joint Commis- 
sion on the fine law enforcement work 
they are doing. The secretary of the 
Committee, Dr. McKee, stated that IIli- 
nois is licensing less than 250 dentists 
per year. He mentioned that many 
communities in the State do not have 
a dentist and urged that the Society do 
all it can to interest young men in the 
profession. 

The Secretary presented the Council 











with copies of the statistical report of 
the recent fee survey conducted by the 
Society. He requested a ruling as to the 
distribution of this report. The survey 
was made to determine the cost of 
dentistry in Illinois and help establish 
fee schedules for government tax spend- 
ing bodies only—such as the Public 
Welfare and Public Aid commissions, 
Medi-Care, and group dental health 
care programs. It was not made with 
the intention of establishing fee sched- 
ules for the individual members of the 
Society. Several requests were received 
from government bodies regarding this 
information, and the A.D.A. recom- 
mended this type of survey in order to 
comply with the government requests 
and those of corporations seeking den- 
tal health care programs within the 
State. 

Motion carried that this fee survey 
should not be distributed to individual 
dentists, but used only in establishing 
fee schedules for government tax spend- 
ing bodies and group dental health care 
programs. The statistical report is to 
be stamped as follows: 

“This report to be used only as an 
aid in establishing fees for government 
tax spending bodies and group dental 
health care programs.” 

The President read a letter from the 
Fox River Valley Dental Society stating 
that Dr. C. E. Thomas of Aurora would 
be honored by that Society for sixty 
years of practice and requesting a let- 
ter of congratulations from the Illinois 
State Dental Society. Such a letter had 
already been received from the Presi- 
dent of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. Motion carried that a congratula- 
tory letter be sent from the Executive 
Council and signed by the President 
and Secretary. 

The President read a letter from the 
A.D.A. regarding the centennial cele- 
bration of that organization in 1959. 
It was requested that constituent so- 
cieties take part in the celebration 





throughout the year and a liaison man 
be appointed to handle each state’s 
centennial activities. Motion carried 
that Dr. Carl J. Madda, chairman of 
the Centennial Committee of the State 
Society, be appointed in this capacity. 

Dr. Joseph B. Zielinski was nomi- 
nated as Treasurer of the Illinois State 
Dental Society. Motion carried that 
the nominations be closed and a unani- 
mous ballot cast for Dr. Zielinski. 

Dr. William P. Schoen was reap- 
pointed as Editor of the ILLINoIs DEN- 
TAL JOURNAL. 

Dr. Donelan extended compliments 
and the appreciation of the Council to 
Dr. Schoen for the fine job he has done 
as Editor of the JOURNAL. 

The Secretary read an invitation 
from the Peoria District Dental So- 
ciety to hold the 1959 Annual Meeting 
in Peoria, May 11-13. Motion carried 
that the invitation be accepted and that 
the 1959 annual meeting be held in 
Peoria. 

The Secretary read an _ invitation 
from the Winnebago County Dental 
Society to hold the 1960 annual meet- 
ing in Rockford. He then read letters 
of invitation from the Hotel Faust in 
Rockford, the Mayor, and the Rockford 
Chamber of Commerce. Dr. Minshall, 
councilman for the Northwestern Dis- 
trict, stated that the Winnebago Com- 
ponent is most anxious to host the 
annual meeting and has received as- 
surances of cooperation and assistance 
from the Northwest Component and 
the Whiteside-Lee Component. The 
Winnebago Component does not have 
an organized ladies auxiliary, but the 
members feel sure the ladies will be 
most helpful in assisting with the ladies 
program. 

After thorough discussion, motion 
carried that the Society accept the in- 
vitation to hold the annual meeting 
in Rockford in 1960, pending a favor- 
able survey of the facilities by the Secre- 
tary and President-Elect. 
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Motion carried that the minutes of 
the Executive Council, the opening 
session, and the business session of the 
94th Annual Meeting be accepted as 
approved by the President and Secre- 
tary for publication as the official 
‘Transactions. 

Motion carried that the power of the 
Executive Council be transferred to the 
Ad Interim Committee. 

The President announced the fol-

SECRETARY'S REPORT ¢ May 1958 


The first five months of 1958 have 
been months of increased activity for 
the Central Office. With Congress in 
session, a great deal of correspondence 
has been necessary to assist in obtaining 
favorable action, particularly on the 
bill to appropriate $3,700,000.00 for a 
dental research building, and also to 
keep the Jenkins-Keogh Bill before 
Congress. The component societies and 
individual members have played a ma- 
jor part in this activity. 

Plans are already under way for re- 
vision of the Legislative Liaison Com- 
mittee to include new contacts for the 
successful members of the Illinois 
Legislature elected this fall. It will be 
greatly appreciated if the members of 
the Council will make recommenda- 
tions to the Secretary regarding den- 
tists acquainted with and willing to act 
as liaison to the newly elected senators 
and representatives. The 1959 legisla- 
tive sessions promise to be busy ones 
for the Illinois State Dental Society; 
several types of legislation to be pre- 
sented will have a definite bearing on 
the future of dentistry’s part in the 
health team in Illinois. 

Many hours have been spent by our 
committees in study and on recom- 
mendations referring to these problems. 
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The all out active participation of the 
entire membership will be needed for 
a successful conclusion to this particu- 
lar phase of Society activity. Some of 
the items under consideration are: re- 
vision of the Constitution and Bylaws, 
additions to strengthen the Dental 
Practice Act, dental health care to out- 
side organized groups and dental care 
to military dependents through Medi- 
Care, elimination of unfavorable pro- 
grams for certain types of dental care, 
and study of ways and means to bring 
dental service to the level of the popu- 
lation that do not come under public 
aid but still are unable to pay for ade- 
quate dental care. 

A dental survey has been completed 
within the State with figures statistical- 
ly presented as to the average cost of 
dentistry in Illinois. This survey will 
be of decided assistance when outside 
agencies request advice as to dental 
health care. It will also be of assistance 
in re-evaluating the Veterans Adminis- 
tration and Public Aid fee schedules. 

The Central Office has just com- 
pleted mailing to all county judges and 
state’s attorneys a reprint of Attorney 
John Porter’s address before the State’s 
Attorneys Association on the subject of 
“Prosecution of Cases under the Dental 
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Practice Act.” The Joint Commission 
on Legislation and Law Enforcement 
believes this will bring to the attention 
of those officials the seriousness of en- 
forcing the law under the Dental Prac- 
tice Act of Illinois. 


There are two items that I would 
like to bring to the attention of the 
Council: 


1. It is becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult for the president, program chair- 
man, and local arrangements commit- 
tee—both in Springfield and Peoria— 
to plan scientific and entertainment 
programs for the annual meeting with 
only 214 days of available time. Pro- 
grams must necessarily be shortened 
and at times some overlapping occurs 
due to other meetings and activities. 
It is also becoming practically impossi- 
ble to obtain country club facilities for 
Monday afternoon. This year in 
Springfield it was definitely impossible. 
It has been suggested that the golf and 
bowling affairs on Monday afternoon 
be eliminated, thereby giving more 
latitude for scientific and other neces- 
sary sessions. 


2. With ever changing times, atten- 
tion should be given to the specific 
duties of two of our very important 
committees and their functions. The 
duties as prescribed in the Constitution 
and Bylaws of the Illinois State Dental 
Society for the Council on Dental 
Health are partially: “to devise and 
promote methods to educate the gener- 
al public in oral hygiene and more in- 
telligent care of the mouth and teeth 
and to cooperate with the Division of 
Dental Health Education of the State 
Health Department.” 

That section of the Bylaws also speci- 
fies partially the duties of the Public 
Welfare Committee: “to keep the So- 
ciety informed on development of 


corporation, contract and group den- 
tistry and all other forms of dental 








practice which may be produced by the 
ever changing social conditions of the 
country with particular reference to 
the dental welfare of the citizens of the 
state.” 

Due to a suggestion presented by the 
Dental Division of the Department of 
Public Health that a “demonstration 
remedial dental care program for under 
privileged children” be expanded state- 
wide, it is of great importance that the 
duties of these two committees be clari- 
fied so that there will be no overlapping 
or infringement of each committee’s 
duties. A correlation of these two com- 
mittees for this activity might possibly 
be worked out. 

Your Secretary and other officers have 
visited this spring the St. Clair, South- 
ern Illinois, Madison, and Fox River 
components. We are very well pleased 
with the operation of these components 
and report them active and eager to as- 
sist the Society in every way possible. 


Relief Fund 


The State Society received $4339.63 
from the A.D.A., representing 50% of 
the Illinois receipts from the relief 
fund drive for 1957. Of this amount, 
$1425.58 was credited to the Chicago 
Dental Society; $744.26 was credited 
to the other 21 components; thereby 
leaving a balance of $313.54 for deposit 
in the Society’s general relief fund af- 
ter payment of the 1957 grants. 

There were nine grants for 1957 with 
two of them terminating before Janu- 
ary 1, 1958. This year one new grant 
has been approved and one is still 
under consideration by the A.D.A. All 
of the above grants were presented 
through the Chicago Dental Society.

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COMPONENT OFFICERS CONFERENCE 


April 2-3, 1958 


The 2nd Annual Component Off- 
cers Conference was called to order by 
President Robert J. Pollock, Wednes- 
day, April 2, 1958 at 3:00 p.m. in the 
LaSalle Room of the Hotel Pere Mar- 
quette, Peoria. 

President Pollock welcomed the sev- 
enty participants, representing seven- 
teen of the twenty-two component so- 
cieties and three of the eight Chicago 
Dental Society branch societies. Dr. 
Pollock then introduced Dr. Harold 
Hillenbrand, secretary of the American 
Dental Association, speaker for the af- 
ternoon. 

Dr. Hillenbrand spoke on the ad- 
ministration of component societies, 
listing the essential duties of compo- 
nent officers for the effective adminis- 
tration of component societies. He 
stressed the importance of public rela- 
tions at the component level and how 
the individual dentist and his local 
society influence basic public opinion 
of the profession. 

He urged periodic review and revi- 
sion of component bylaws and listed 
committees which should be developed 
to effectively administer the society 
program—scientific, public education, 
and community projects. 

Dr. Hillenbrand concluded by saying 
that the component society must render 
a service to its members and must be- 
come a responsible agency of the com- 
munity and contribute its part to com- 
munity affairs. 

The session was then open to gen- 
eral questions and answers. 

The session adjourned at 5:15 p.m. 
and all participants attended a cocktail 
party in the Lounge of the Hotel.

The second session was called to 





order at 9:15 a.m. Thursday, April 3, 
with the Secretary presiding. 

Dr. Walter E. Dundon, president of 
the Chicago Dental Society, presented a 
paper stressing the importance of rec- 
ognizing the dental laboratories and 
the dental laboratory technician. 

Mr. Hal Christensen, assistant secre- 
tary of the A.D.A. Council on Legisla- 
tion and the Judicial Council, present- 
ed a paper on the problems of state 
and national legislation from the den- 
tal standpoint and complimented IIli- 
nois on its effective legislative liaison 
committee. 

Dr. Joseph T. Brophy, a member of 
the Illinois State Dental Society Pros- 
thetic Dental Service Committee and 
the Joint Commission on Legislation 
and Law Enforcement, discussed the 
law enforcement problem in IIlinois. 

Dr. Robert J. Pollock then reviewed 
the Illinois Dental Practice Act and 
the American Dental Association Prin- 
ciples of Ethics. He urged that each 
component set up its own “code of 
ethics” and stated the Illinois State 
Dental Society was in the process of 
formulating a definite Code of Ethics 
for the State Society, rather than using 
only the A.D.A. Principles of Ethics. 

The papers read by the speakers on 
these two days will be published in a 
later edition of the ILLINoIs DENTAL 
JOURNAL. 

On conclusion of Dr. Pollock’s re- 
marks, the meeting recessed for a few 
minutes. The component editors left 
the general session to meet with the 
Journav Editor and discuss problems 
in relation to their duties with the 
ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL. 

The remainder of the component 
officers reconvened to hold another 
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question and answer period, in connec- 
tion with the talks heard that morning. 

Dr. E. O. DeWeerth, president-elect 
of the Whiteside-Lee Component, pre- 
sented a suggestion from his compo- 
nent for consideration of the partici- 
pants at the Conference. The White- 
side-Lee Component suggested that 
each component society be urged to 
invite all Illinois legislators in its dis- 
trict to attend at least one component 
social meeting each year. In this way 
the members could become acquainted 
with their legislators and the legislators 
could be informed of the problems fac- 
ing dentistry by personal contact. This 
would be an excellent means of pro- 
moting legislative liaison at the local 
level. 

After general discussion of the pro- 
posal, it was moved by Dr. W. R. John- 
son of Chicago, and seconded by Dr. 
William H. Sowle of Rockford that the 
suggestion of the Whiteside-Lee Com- 
ponent be approved and submitted by 
this body to the Executive Council of 
the Illinois State Dental Society for 
study and recommendation to the com- 


ponent societies. Motion carried. 

The Secretary suggested setting the 
days of the first Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of April each year for the Com- 
ponent Officers Conference. It was the 
concensus of those present that these 
dates be established as the time for 
the Annual Component Officers Con- 
ference. 

The meeting adjourned at 12:00 
noon. Participants were then served 
luncheon in the Ballroom of the Ho- 
tel. Forty-eight members were present 
for luncheon. 


Recommendations: 


The suggestion of the Whiteside-Lee 
Component be submitted by this body 
to the Executive Council for study and 
recommendation to the component 
societies. 

The first Wednesday and Thursday 
of each April be established as the 
time to hold the Component Officers 
Conference, and that the component 
societies be so advised.

REPORTS e Standing Committees 


Council on Dental Health 


The following resolution, offered by 
the Council on Dental Health was 
unanimously adopted by the Executive 
Council of the Illinois State Dental 
Society in official session January 16, 
1958. 


WHEREAS, the Illinois State Dental 
Society is vitally interested in main- 
taining the present high status of the 
Division of Dental Health of the IIli- 
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nois Department of Public Health, and 


WuerEas, the Division of Dental 
Health of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health has continuously been 
recognized on a national level as ad- 
ministering a sound, general public 
health dental program, and 


Wuereas, the achievement of such 
recognition has been chiefly due to the 
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policy of employing public health spe- 
cialists in the dental field on a full- 
time basis, and 


WHEREAS, financial remuneration for 
the services of these dental specialists 
have not kept pace with any of the 
other states having comparable pro- 
grams, and 


Whereas, the income of public 
health dentists in the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health is well below 
the level of the average income of the 
general practitioner of dentistry in the 
State, and 


WueEREAS, the loss of these specialists 
to other states would completely reverse 
the present status of the Division of 


Dental Health and severely hamper 
plans for future dental public health 
programs, and 


WHEREAS, a scarcity of public health 
specialists in the dental field exists, 
and replacement of present personnel 
would be impossible under present 
salary ranges, 


‘THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the 
Executive Council of the Illinois State 
Dental Society hereby petition the Di- 
rector of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health to make this information 
known to the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Personnel in order that im- 
mediate steps may be initiated to 
raise the salaries of the public health 
dentists of the Division of Dental 
Health to a realistic level 


May 1958 


This year at our annual meeting the 
program following the breakfast spon- 
sored by the Council on Dental Health, 
on Tuesday morning, has been changed 
from a speaker on public dental health 
to a program which will consist of dis- 
cussing local problems in order to en- 
courage more and better health pro- 
grams and the observance of National 
Children’s Dental Health Week con- 
ducted through component societies. 
Dr. John E. Zur, deputy director of 
the Dental Division, Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health, and Mr. Perry 
Sandell, director of the Bureau of Den- 
tal Health Education of the American 
Dental Association, will be present to 
assist in solving local problems. It is 
the desire of the Council on Dental 
Health that the officers and chairman 
of the Council on Dental Health of 
each component society be present at 
this breakfast. 

On April 8 and 9, representing the 
Council on Dental Health, Dr. Robert 


Norton and I attended the meeting of 
the Illinois Joint Committee on School 
Health held at the Illini Union Build- 
ing at the University of [linois, Cham- 
paign. At the general session on the 
morning of April 8, a panel on “School 
Health Problems as I See Them,” was 
conducted and talks were given from 
the standpoint of a physician, a dentist, 
a school administrator, a patient, a 
health officer, and a nurse. 

The participants were divided into 
eleven group meetings Tuesday after- 
noon and Wednesday morning, on dif- 
ferent phases of school health problems. 
One group was representatives of the 
dental profession, with Mr. Perry San- 
dell of the A.D.A. as the recorder and 
Dr. Robert Norton as chairman. Den- 
tistry was given more consideration at 
this meeting than at any previous meet- 
ing I have attended. 

Our second Dental Health Confer- 
ence will be held at the Pere Marquette 
Hotel in Peoria on Wednesday, Oc- 
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tober 1, and Thursday morning Oc- 
tober 2, 1958. The Conference this 
year will be on “Dental Health Educa- 
tion.” The speakers on the program 
Wednesday morning will be Dr. Philip 
Phair, formerly secretary of the Coun- 
cil on Dental Health of the A.D.A.; 
Mr. George T. Stafford, professor of 
physical education at the University of 
Illinois; and Mr. Orin Thompson, 
superintendent of schools, Elgin. An- 
nouncements of this Conference will 
appear in the future issues of the ILLI- 
NOIS DENTAL JOURNAL. 





Recommendation: 

Due to the fact that the attendance 
and interest shown by members of the 
Illinois State Dental Society attending 
our first Dental Health Conference 
were very gratifying and many requests

lation. It was learned that facilities for 
its immediate enforcement were lack- 
ing at present, but would be supplied 
as soon as possible

those who have contributed substan- 
tially to the health and welfare of the 
citizens of the State of Illinois, was pre- 
sented to Dr. Herbert E. Longenecker, 
vice president in charge of Chicago Pro- 
fessional Colleges, University of Illi- 
nois, as the annual dinner meeting held 
at the Swedish Club, Chicago. 

Partly due to the withdrawal of one 
of the sustaining members of the Coun- 





cil, the finances are low. It was moved 
that each society be asked to approve 
an assessment of $50.00 to take care of 
the operating needs.

Prosthetic Dental Service

ciety. 


Recommendation: 


It is our hope that the Executive 
Council will approve this program and 
special commendation we feel is due 
Drs. Fisher, Brophy and Fitz for the 
tremendous amount of work that they 
have done to bring about such a fine 


program.

Requirements for the Approval of an Agency for Accrediting 


Dental Laboratories in the State o 


1. Background 

This program had its origin in the 
dental profession when, on June 25, 
1953, the Ad Interim Committee of the 
Illinois State Dental Society appointed 
a special committee to study the possi- 
bility of formulating a program of ac- 
creditation for dental laboratories in 
the State of Illinois. 





Illinois 


This committee. recommended that 
the Prosthetic Dental Service Commit- 
tee of the Dental Society meet with the 
Dentist-Laboratory Relations Commit- 
tee of the Illinois Dental Laboratory 
Association to determine if a workable 
accreditation program could be formu- 
lated. 

Following two years of extensive 
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study of the relations existing between 
the dental profession and the dental 
laboratory industry and craft, a back- 
ground of information and facts was 
brought forth that indicated not only a 
need, but also a strong desire for a 
program that would set standards for 
the accreditation of dental laboratories 
which could qualify for such a rating. 

In order to expedite the formation 
of an accreditation program, it was 
agreed that a special sub-committee 
consisting of three dentists and three 
dental laboratory representatives be 
appointed. Thus was formed the Joint 
Policy Committee of the Illinois State 
Dental Society and the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Association. 

At a meeting held in Chicago on 
February 26, 1956, the Joint Policy 
Committee began its deliberations. The 
Committee objective was given as fol- 
lows: “The primary and essential pur- 
pose of the Committee is to bring 
about a meeting of the minds between 
the ethical dental laboratory craft and 
the dental profession toward the de- 
velopment of a program for the better- 
ment of the dental health of the pub- 
lic.” 

An additional two years of study and 
investigation into the relations of the 
dental profession and its auxiliary, the 
dental laboratory craft, led to the con- 
clusion that existing conditions have 
produced a crisis which had to be re- 
solved forthwith if serious and _ irre- 
versible damage to public health was to 
be avoided 


2. Objective 


The objective of this accreditation 
program is to develop and maintain ef- 
fective relations between the dental 
profession and the dental laboratories 
in the State of Illinois with a view ul- 
timately of improving the quality and 
efficiency of the dentists’ service to the 
community. This accreditation pro- 
gram seeks to establish standards for 
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dental laboratory services to the dental 
profession in the State of Illinois and to 
encourage Illinois dental laboratories 
to improve the quality and efficiency of 
their services by meeting the standards 
of this program. 


3. Minimum Requirements 


The minimum requirements for the 
accreditation of a dental laboratory 
under this program shall be: 

a. Evidence that the applicant den- 
tal laboratory’s services are of a quality 
sufficient to contribute to the ability of 
the dental profession to meet its obliga- 
tion to the public. 

b. Evidence that the applicant dental 
laboratory’s facilities and equipment 
are adequate to render in an efficient 
and satisfactory manner the types of 
service it offers to the profession. 

c. Evidence that the dental appli- 
ances fabricated or processed by the ap- 
plicant dental laboratory conform to 
the designs, directions, or instructions 
furnished by the dentists who order 
the appliances. 

d. Evidence that the applicant dental 
laboratory observes all statutes and 
governmental regulations which bear 
upon its activities, including the pre- 
vailing standards of sanitation, health, 
labor, and safety of the State of Illinois 
and the community in which the la- 
boratory is located. 

e. Evidence that the applicant dental 
laboratory does not deal directly with 
the public by selling or offering to sell 
services or dental appliances to the 
user or prospective user therof and 
does not advertise to the public, in vio- 
lation of the Illinois Dental Practice 
Act or the Federal Denture Act. 


4. Accrediting Agency 


The agency for accrediting dental 
laboratories in the State of Illinois shall 
be composed of at least three, but not 
more than five, Illinois dental labora- 
tory owners. The members of the ac- 














crediting agency shall be appointed by 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Associa- 
tion inasmuch as that association is 
representative of the ethical dental la- 
boratory industry in the State of IIli- 
nois. 


5. Authority of Accrediting Agency 


a. This accreditation program will be 
administered by the accrediting agency 
approved by the Illinois State Dental 
Society. The accrediting agency in the 
exercise of its administrative function 
will have the authority to adopt rules 
of procedure not inconsistent with the 
objective and minimum requirements 
of this program. Rules of procedure 
adopted by the accrediting agency and 
all modifications thereof will be con- 
sidered for approval by the [Illinois 
State Dental Society on the basis of 
these requirements. The accrediting 





agency must make periodic reports to 
the Illinois State Dental Society on the 
operation of the accreditation program 
in such detail and at such times as 
shall be required by the Illinois State 
Dental Society. 


b. Membership in any dental labora- 
tory association shall not be a condition 
precedent of or a bar to accreditation 
of any dental laboratory, and there 
shall be no discrimination against any 
applicant because of race, creed, color, 
membership or non-membership in 
any organization. Accreditation shall be 
based entirely upon applicant’s ability 
to meet the requirements set forth 
above. 


(These requirements were approved 
by the Executive Council, May 12, 
1958.) 


Public Policy 


When the most recent report of this 
Committee was given, laws had been 
passed in the 70th General Assembly 
pertaining to dentistry but had not at 
that time been put into force. 

One was the bill permitting payments 
directly to dentists for services render- 
ed by dentists under Blue Shield. 
The Blue Shield Committee, Dr. Rus- 
sell Boothe, chairman, has done excel- 
lent work and is still expending every 
effort to bring this to a successful con- 
clusion. At the present time there are 
three Blue Shield Plans operating in 
this State: 


1. The Chicago Plan 


2. The Moline Plan. 

These two plans are operated by 
the Chicago Plan; each is incorpo- 
rated as a separate organization. 


3. The Rockford Plan. 

This plan has just this year taken 
into its incorporation the Alton 
Plan. The Alton Plan is no longer 
in existence. 


To deal with Blue Shield the profes- 
sion of dentistry had only to contact the 
Chicago Plan and the Rockford Plan. 
Word just received indicates that by 
the time this report is given, the Rock- 
ford Plan will have instituted direct 
payments. The Chicago Plan has been 
most co-operative with organized den- 
tistry and in the near future it will also 
begin direct payments. 

Another law was the “Uniform Nar- 
cotics Drug Act,” requiring all pre- 
scriptions for narcotic drugs to be 
written on pads furnished by the Divi- 
sion of Narcotics of the State of Illinois. 
Mr. Malachi Harney, superintendent 
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of this Division, states that applica- 
tion forms are being mailed to all per- 
sons who hold Narcotic Permits under 
the United States Government. If any 
dentist holding a U. S. Permit does not 
receive his form by June 1, he should 
contact the Narcotics Division; for on 
that date this Law goes into effect. 


Requirement for registration of all 
dental x-ray machines was also enacted. 
The Dental Division of the Depart- 
ment of Health reports that this regis- 
tration is going along smoothly. Dr. 
Zur, of that Division, also states that 
he hopes that they will be in a position 
to offer to dentists, and the personnel 
of dental offices, a monitoring service 
to check radiation exposure. Also, they 
anticipate furnishing inspectors to 
check dental x-ray machines for safety 
when requested; such checks to be 
made in the absence of patients in the 
office. 


Another law stipulated that no 
money should be allotted out of the 
Common School Fund for any child 
that was not in attendance the full 
five hours each school day. This means 
if a child is excused for dental appoint- 
ments, or for any other cause, the 
school will be penalized by a reduction 
in the funds that that school received. 
It is probable that by the time this re- 
port is read, dentistry will have made 
an appeal to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, to ask that this law 
be changed in the next session of the 
Legislature to allow children to fill 
dental appointments without penalty 
to the school authorities. 


A new action of this Committee, that 
is a continuation from our January 
report, is the organizing of a bill to 
amend the Dental Practice Act. The 
only reason for changing the Act at 
this time is to facilitate the conviction 
of those persons who are Dental Law 
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violators. This work was started on the 
direction of the Ad Interim Committee, 
August 1957; much has been done. It 
is our opinion that this bill shall re- 
quire written work orders to accom- 
pany all preparations sent to a com- 
mercial dental laboratory, authorizing 
work that is delegated to the laboratory. 
Twenty-eight states now require work 
orders. 


The present ads by some dental la- 
boratories in telephone directories, etc., 
in the opinion of the dental profession, 
exceed the intention of the Dental 
Practice Act and we think they are 
placed there for the purpose of attract- 
ing the public whom they wish to 
serve illegally. It is hoped to place in 
our bill such limitations as were out- 
lined by Justice Schaefer of the Illinois 
Supreme Court, when he rendered that 
Court’s opinion in favor of dentistry. 


Also, we desire to make mandatory 
a jail sentence for second and subse- 
quent offenders. 


At the present, legal talent, retained 
by the Illinois State Dental Society, is 
making a final compilation that will be 
the basis for the wording of the bill 
which we hope to have ready in its 
original draft, to present to this Coun- 
cil in the very near future. 


Since we, the dentists of Illinois, will 
attempt to stop any bad dental legisla- 
tion that is introduced in the 71st Gen- 
eral Assembly, and also since we are 
going into that Legislature to ask 
passage of the bill we introduce, it be- 
hooves each member of the Illinois 
State Dental Society to work towards 
establishing a close friendship with 
each member of the assembly. Each of 
us must be sure to do nothing that 
would make any one of our legislators, 
or our Governor, unfriendly to our 
cause.

The Public Welfare Committee met 
at the Pere Marquette Hotel, Peoria, 
on Wednesday, May 15, 1957 at 7:30 
a.m. Committee members present were 
Drs. Corlew, Smith, Hannon, Neill, 
Burke, Rakow, Vespa, Elson, Sherrard, 
and Thoma. Also in attendance were 
Drs. Robert Pollock, president-elect of 
the Illinois State Dental Society; Walter 
Dundon, president-elect of the Chicago 
Dental Society; and Lester Webb of 
Harrisburg. 

It was decided that each member of 
the Committee would be sent copies of 
fee schedules, in order that each man 
may acquaint the local components 
with the schedule and the procedure in 
filling out the forms. Short talks were 
given by Drs. Vespa, Burke, and Pol- 
lock. The meeting was adjourned at 
8:45 a.m. 

On July 1, 1957 Federal Legislation 
on Public Health was, in effect, provid- 
ing for matching federal funds for 
medical care at $6.00 per adult and 
$3.00 per child. Unfortunately, Illinois 
carries a vendor type of payment for 
federal aid. This legislation would have 
adverse effect on Illinois. 

On October 1, 1957 Dr. John Zur, 
Division of Dentistry, Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health; Mrs. Mildred 
Smith and Mrs. Leslie Freeman, super- 
visors of Medical Section of the Illinois 
Public Aid Commission; and I met in 
Dr. Zur’s office in Springfield to discuss 
a project that Dr. Zur has in function 
in four counties in the southern half of

the State—namely, Jackson, Franklin, 
Alexander, and Pulaski. In effect this 
plan embraces those features of the 
change in the federal health legislation; 
State money was matched with federal 
funds. 

Essentially the plan includes not only 
those who are on public aid, but also 
makes eligible those children from low 
income groups whose parents are not 
on the public relief rolls. The features 
of the plan are broader coverage of 
those who do not receive the essential 
dentistry, and that the dentists in the 
county submit their own fee schedule 
after agreement among themselves and 
the Illinois Public Health officials. 

This plan was discussed and com- 
mented on with favor, though nothing 
definite has been decided by the Illinois 
Public Aid Commission. Undoubtedly 
more meetings will have to be held to 
discuss this plan. To this date I have 
heard no comment from the Illinois 
Public Aid Commission. 

Another possibility would be for the 
Illinois State Dental Society to go be- 
fore the State Legislature to ask and 
receive matching funds from the federal 
government, then set up a program 
such as Dr. Zur has inaugurated in the 
various counties in the State, adminis- 
tered by the Division of Dentistry of 
the Illinois Department of Public 
Health. This plan, too, is in the for- 
mative state.

The History Committee continues to 
delve into the achievements of the bril- 
liant pioneers of this Dental Society 
who have contributed to the progress 
of our profession. 

At this meeting, the past president’s 
group will honor Dr. Edgar D. Cool- 
idge. His autobiography will be pre- 
sented by Dr. R. G. Kesel. Dr. Coolidge 
is recognized in the dental histories for 
his many scientific presentations. 

We will also be honored at this meet- 
ing by the attendance of Dr. C. E. 
Black, (a physician of Jacksonville), the 
grandson of Dr. G. V. Black. A trip 
will be made to Virginia, Illinois, to 
the Walnut Grove Farm where the 
family moved in 1845 when G. V. was 
eight years old. His boyhood and later 
life were centered around this home. 
It was here that he passed away in 1915. 

Another facet of our history that has 
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been neglected is a suitable memorial 
in honor of Dr. William H. Taggart. 

The proper recording of the years is 
best presented to posterity in book 
form. Therefore, a recommendation is 
hereby submitted for your considera- 
tion, i.e., return to the publication of 
the Transactions in book form. The 
slight cost of publication is certainly 
not indicative of our maturity or 
strength as an organization. 
Recommendations: 

A suitable memorial for William H. 
Taggart, to be outlined by a selected 
committee. \ 

Return to publication of the Trans- 
actions in book form. 

I am aware that with your increased 
interest in our history, many things 
will be accomplished. 


James E. MAnHoney, Chairman 
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This Commission held one meeting 
in Chicago since the first of the year, 
at which all members and consultants 
were present. We will have another 
meeting before the Executive Council 
meeting in May. It is our plan to hold 
at least one meeting in each quarter of 
the year and any others that we deem 
vital to the efficient working of the 
program. 

The Program Director has been very 
active in investigation work in Chicago, 
Peoria, Danville, Princeton, Pekin, and 
in the region of Jerseyville. 

We intend to continue to reduce the 
number of laboratories who invite pa- 
tronage of the public directly by ad- 
vertising in the classified section of the 
telephone books. Since this work has 
been started, the Chicago book’s list- 
ings and advertising has been reduced 
by one-half—from 1814 columns to 914 
columns in the most recent book. 

We received a communication from 
the Jo Daviess County Dental Society 
thanking the Commission for its aid 
in eliminating the objectional labora- 
tory advertising in the Galena tele- 
phone book. 

The Commission has also been ac-

tive in preparing cases for the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education in 
revocation of licenses of dentists who 
practice illegally. Since January four 
cases have been worked on. 

In recent ethics cases we note that 
men are unfamiliar with the Dental 
Practice Act and the Principles of Eth- 
ics of the American Dental Association 
and its interpretations. The Chairman 
has heard students in dental schools 
and young dentists state that they were 
not informed in schools on these sub- 
jects plus their legal responsibility as a 
dentist. 

We were wondering if it would not 
be wise to formulate a resolution from 
Illinois directed to the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Dental Associa- 
tion asking the Council on Dental Edu- 
cation to make a study of just what is 
taught in dental schools throughout the 
country in the fields of ethics, dental 
law, jurisprudence, and the dentist's 
responsibilities to the patient in both 
a legal and ethical way. 

We call your attention to the bills 
from the attorney for services and other 
expenses charged to the Joint Com- 
mission budget since January 1, 1958:

Special Report on Science Fairs 


Dr. W. R. Alstadt, president of the 
American Dental Association, in a com- 
munication of March 3, 1958 to secre- 
taries of constituent and component 
societies, suggested our Society “give 
consideration now to the planning of 
a science fair program for the coming 
fall, when students begin their projects. 
In the meanwhile it is suggested that 
interested members . . . visit local and 
state fairs that will take place within 
the next two months in various com- 
munities throughout the nation. I 
think you will see then how important 
it is that dentistry should be repre- 
sented in this area where medicine and 
industry are already very active. In the 
growing competition for scientific 
minds, dentistry cannot afford to be 
left behind.” 

At the American Dental Association 
meeting in Miami last fall, the House 
of Delegates resolved “that the science 
fair movement be endorsed and that 
the constituent and component dental 
societies urged to support projects and 
otherwise participate actively in science 
fairs at the community and _ state 
levels.” 

A typical science fair is a collection 
of exhibits each of which is designed 
to show a biological, chemical, physical 
or technical principle. It may be a 
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laboratory procedure, industrial de- 
velopment, or an orderly collection of 
anything which can be fitted into the 
broad concept of any branch of applied 
science (Joseph H. Kraus, coordinator, 
National Science Fair). 

According to Dr. Sholom Pearlman, 
assistant secretary, Council on Dental 
Therapeutics of the American Dental 
Association, “The exhibits are prepared 
by elementary and high school students 
for showing to their classmates, teach- 
ers, parents and the public. Most local 
fairs are affiliated with Science Clubs 
of America, a non-profit organization 
for the popularization of science. In 
1956, local science fairs across the 
country were visited by more than 
950,000 persons. 

“The winning exhibits from local 
fairs participate in the Regional Sci- 
ence Fair. The regional fairs in 1956 
drew 31,240 exhibits from the pre- 
liminary local fairs and were visited by 
more than 700,000 persons. 

“If there had been one dental ex- 
hibit in each of these individual fairs, 
a memorable message might have been 
brought directly to more than one and 
a half million people, and indirectly to 
many more by means of newspaper 
publicity of the best caliber.” 

Winners from forty states, Alaska, 
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and Washington, D.C. participated in 
the National Science Fair held in Los 
Angeles, California, last year (as yet 
Illinois does not participate in the Na- 
tional Fair) with a total of 233 exhibits 
on all subjects except dentistry! 

The medical profession, several years 
ago, recognized the value of these fairs 
in youth guidance and found their re- 
wards in youth counselling and com- 
munity relations were so great that to- 
day the medical profession is taking a 
spirited interest, and the American 
Medical Association at its 1956 Annual 
Meeting in Chicago adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution on Science Fairs: 

“Whereas, the experience by our 
State (Indiana) in the 1955 Science Fair 
program has proven worth far more 
than its cost, from a public relations 
standpoint, and 

“Whereas, the sincere letters of ap- 
preciation from _ students, teachers, 
school officials and the public evidenced 
an entirely new preception of our medi- 
cal organization, 

“Now therefore be it resolved, that 
the American Medical Association . 
continue to use every resource at its 
command to bring the whole of or- 
ganized medicine into active participa- 
tion in this worthwhile and construc- 
tive program to encourage the youth of 
our nation to take a serious interest in 
the field of science as their career.” 

On the evening of March 19 at Niles 
Township High School in Skokie, a 
most outstanding exhibit by Charles 
Turefsky, a sophomore, was viewed by 
several members of the Chicago Dental 
Society. This embryonic scientist and 
potential dentist, after an interview 
with Dr. Sholom Pearlman of the 


American Dental Association and en- 
couragement by Dr. Fosdick of North- 
western University Dental School and 
the dental personnel of Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station, contrived an 
experiment and exhibit entitled “Den- 
tistry and Artificial Calculus.” 








By an ingenious device he dips ex- 
tracted teeth into a saliva solution ap- 
proximately thirty times per minute 
while a second set of extracted teeth 
are fed a normal saline solution 
through the apical foramen while they 
are dipped at the same rate. By obser- 
vation he has concluded that stains and 
calculus begin to appear on the teeth 
in ten days to two weeks. In addition 
to this apparatus his display consists 
of drawings and posters showing the 
structure of teeth, caries, and calculus 
formation. Several other dental exhibits 
were observed and these boys are to 
be commended and encouraged in their 
interest in the field of dentistry. 

The Illinois State Dental Society 
can participate in the Science Fair 
program by: 


1. Donating a sum of money to the 
State Science Fair. Money is needed 
to cover the administrative expenses of 
the fair, for awards, transportation, etc. 
Publicity and good will will be the 
benefits to our Society. 


2. Setting up a special award for the 
best exhibits pertaining to the field of 
dentistry. Perhaps at a later date this 
could be set up as a scholarship. This 
will serve as an incentive for students 
to consider the potentialities of studies 
along the line of dental science. As 
dentists will be necessary to judge these 
exhibits, the publicity angle can prove 
well worth while and a closer alliance 
between teachers, students, and dentists 
can be anticipated. 


3. Invite the winners of the special 
awards in dentistry to participate by 
displaying their exhibit at the annual 
state meeting. 


4. Encourage and urge component 
societies and individual dentists to sup- 
port and participate in local and re- 
gional science fairs. Members of the 
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Society should be urged to discuss sci- 
ence fairs with their young patients, 
encourage and suggest projects in the 
field of dentistry. 

Quoting Dr. Pearlman: “This Sci- 
ence Fair program is here to stay. The 
sooner dentistry supports it, the sooner 
will we see results. There is much to 
be gained by participation and noth- 
ing to be lost. Most important, with 
competition for scientific minds _be- 
coming more acute from day to day, 
we have an obligation to step up our 
efforts to entice the more imaginative 


and progressive individuals toward a 
calling so important as ours is to the 
health of the nation.” 

It is to be hoped that the Illinois 
State Dental Society will enter actively 
into the field of Youth Science Fairs 
so that the cream of our youth may 
become aware of the potentialities of 
dentistry as a career and not be en- 
tirely enticed to the field of atomic 
destruction.

To Investigate the Possibility of a Women's Auxiliary 


After the Committee consulted by 
mail and telephone it was decided to 
make up a short questionnaire and 
send it to each component president. 
The questionnaire was pertinent to 
information desired regarding Wom- 
en’s Auxiliary existence or the desira- 
bility of having one. 

Answers were received from eighteen 
components of which thirteen either 
had auxiliaries or were interested and 
five were not interested. Some of the 
“no” answers were personal opinions of 
the presidents. Some three or four aux- 
iliaries have been operating at least 
five years. Others thought the idea was 
excellent. An effort is being made to 
contact those components that did not 
answer and more information will be 
given at the May meeting of the Coun- 
cil. 

The Chairman also contacted Mrs. 
Don Fitzgerald of Mason City, Iowa, 


secretary of the National Auxiliary as 
it is now constituted. Minutes of their 
meeting at Miami Beach were sent me 
and some further information about 
their work and plans. A communica- 
tion was also received from Mrs. Cecil 
Neff of San Diego, California, the cur- 
rent president of the National Auxilia- 
ry. The Committee also has on hand 
copies of the proposal or proposals 
submitted by the Board of Trustees 
of the A.D.A. to the representatives of 
the National Auxiliary. Copies of the 
Constitution and Bylaws of the Na- 
tional Auxiliary were received. We 
have on loan from the Women’s Aux- 
iliary of the Southern California State 
Dental Association, a copy of their 
Constitution and Bylaws. This was 
sent, thinking that we might want to 
use it as a guide if an auxiliary was 
formed in Illinois. 


Supplementary Report 


We feel the results are in favor of 
establishing a Women’s Auxiliary to 
the Illinois State Dental Society. There 
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is a great potential for good in such an 
organization, especially if it is properly 
guided. 

















The Committee recommends that 
authority be given for the ladies, den- 
tists wives, etc. to organize a Women’s 
Auxiliary. 

A constitution and bylaws should be 
submitted to the Executive Council for 
approval, and the following objectives 
should be included: 


1. To assist the Illinois State Dental 
Society in its program for dental health 
education. 

2. To advise constituent auxiliaries 
in all matters of organization, function, 


and policy and to provide necessary in- 
formation for carrying on the dental 
health program. 

3. To cultivate friendly relations and 
promote mutual understanding among 
the families of dentists. 


Much information would need to be 
furnished to component societies and 
the women before the organization 
could be completed.

and G. Paul Stough of Cleveland, Ohio. 

All of the technicians who have ap- 
plied for certification are going to re- 
ceive immediate attention, for the 
Board has approved the forms and 











ordered the central office to start pro- 
cessing. 

The insignia adopted incorporates 
“Delta,” “Omicron,” and “Caduceus” 
of dentistry with the terms “Certified 
Dental Laboratory Technician” and
